-If you haven’t been to the 
Heber Creeper Train Village 
lately, you’re in for a big 
surprise! After months of reno- 
vation and development, the 
Village has become a quaint 
replica of days gone by. 

The unique style of each 
building on the “‘Main Street,” 
the authentic board side-walks 
and the many colorful flowers 
create a warm atmosphere where 
one can shop, eat and just enjoy a 
summer afternoon. 

The train depot, where tickets 
are purchased to ride the Heber 
Creeper, sits at the: head of 
“Main Street.” The Heber 
Creeper runs seven days a week 
and departs from Heber at 11:00 
p-m. and 3:00 p:m. It travels 
through Midway, around Deer 
Creek and down Provo Canyon to 
Vivian Park where one can 
depart or return to Heber. A 
round trip lasts three and a half 
hours and the scenery is 
beautiful. There may even be a 
few surprises along the way. 

At the other end of ‘‘Main 
Street’’ is ‘‘Little Bit o’ 
Country,’ a shop featuring 
various handmade craft items 
such as Nan’s famous cornhusk 


dolls, tole painting, stitchery, , 


wreathery, tin-punch, afghans, 
crocheted items and much more. 
The specialty of the shop is their 
“Ozark Funnel Cakes” topped 
with cherry, apple and blue- 
berry.

The Farmers Home Adminis- 
tration office which serves 
Summit, Wasatch and Morgan 
Counties will begin immediately 
to participate in ‘‘Operation 
Assist,” Dale Carlson, County 
Supervisor, has announced. 

- Operation Assist is a new 
effort by FmHA to help farmers 
obtain guaranteed operating 
loans. County Supervisors for 
FmHA will take completed farm 
credit applications to local banks 
or-other lenders, along with the 
farmer wishing to apply for a 
guaranteed loan. 


«. ‘We will handcarry the appli- 
cations, and personally introduce 
the applicants to our local 
lenders,’’ said Dale Carlson. 
“We will present a complete loan 
package, including cash flows, 
financial statements, and ap- 


praisals. If necessary, we will 


-make a committment to work 


with the lender to do an interest 
buydown. We will do everything 
we can to help the lender, and 
the borrower, by committing to 
guarantee the loan at our 
maximum 90 percent.’’ 


While direct operating loan 
funds are used up in some areas, 
there is still nearly $800 million 
available for the guarantee 
program. County FmHA officials 
hope other lenders will make op- 
erating credit available under the 
guarantee, -with most of the 


paperwork done beforehand by 


Fmha.
